The Theatres. 


Drury Lanr.—A short two-act comedy, 
called ‘The Billet Doux,’ was performed 
last week at this house, with considerable 
success. It is a literal translation, or with 
the exception of names and scenes, of ‘Les 
Pattes de Mouche,’ with which the audi- 
ences at the Gymnase at Paris, and at St. 
James’s with ourselves, are familiar. The 
scene is laidin Cornwall, instead of Tou- 
raine, and Mr. and Mrs. Charles Mathews, 
and Mrs. Frank Matthews do all in their 
power to palm off a Gallic comedy in a 
Saxon uniform, but the sham is ever 
obtruding itself. The manners, taste, and 
mode of thought of the French people differ 
widely from their English neighbours, and 
should the attempt be continued to be made 
of constructing comedies upon the process 
of amalgamation, the result will not be 
favourable to the British drema. Mrs. 


Charles Mathews, as Miss Catherine Bright, 
is eminently successful, and Mr. Charles 
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Matthews, as the eccentric traveller, was 


equally so. 


At the Haymarket, ‘The Babes in the 
Wood’ was played during the preceding 
week nightly to crowded audiences. It 
bears repetition, we must candidly say, 
better than we would have expected, and an 
abridgement in the last act has judiciously 
been made, which has rendered the piece 
less tedious, and which has tended to 
improve it considerably. The parts in the 
laughable farce, ‘My Wife’s Daughter’, 
were well supported; and it was much 
better received than ‘The Lion Slayer,’ 
which is a very absurd and stupid affair. 
Only think of a Mr. Gulliver Cumming, a 
simple furrier, who arrives in a provincial 
town to purchase furs, and is mistaken for 
Mr. Gordon Cumming, the famous lion 
slayer. A lion has just escaped, in the 
nick of time, from a menagerie, to allow 
the furrier an opportunity of displaying his 


| skill and prowess; but when he comes in 


contact with the noble beast, and runs 
rapidly away from it, he becomes speedily 
an object, of contempt and ridicule. 

At St. James’s, an entire change in the 
bills has this week been connected with the 
revival of some favourite, but now old pieces 
of Mr. Wigan’s late Olympic management. 
The comedy of ‘Still Waters Run Deep’

The clever and exceedingly comic 
acting of Mr. J. Clark, who plays this 
very dreamy individual, carried the picce 
briskly through, and be was ably supported 
by Mrs. Selby as Mrs. Gayhurst, who with 
Miss Kate Carson as Georgina, Mr. J. Bland 
as Captain Cruiser, and Mr. Kelsey, a new 
member of the company, who made his first 
appearance as Frank Harlowe, effectively 
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maintained the spiritof the performance. 
The piece is humorously written, very 
short—and though from the first, there is 
no surprise in store for the audience, briskly 
went off to the close. The neat comedy 
of ‘The Postboy,’ with Mr. James Rogers 
in the chief character, which he plays .so 
admirably, combined, with the revived 
burlesque of ‘Kenilworth,’ to make up an 
exceedingly agreeable entertainment. 

Eastern Opera Hovuse.—Herr Lutz has 
undertaken the musical direction at this 
establishment. The chief recent event has

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DEATH OF F. G. TINNEY.— 

Many will feel a deep personal regret 
in hearing of the death of this well-known 
composer of dance music, and by the 
public generally, who have enjoyed the 
exhilarating effect of his musical compo- 
sitions, his decease will be recognised as a 
severe loss. Mr. F. G. Tinney died on the 
13th inst , at the early age of forty-five, 
and was buried at the Brompton Cemetery 
on the following Saturday, his remains 
being attended by his family, Mr. Charlis 
Coote (his late partner), and several mem- 
bers of the musical profession, in which he 
was greatly respected. In his position as 
a composer of music for the ball-room, Mr 
Tinney ranked very high, and many 
of his valses and quadrilles are 
likely to last long beyond the mere ephe- 
meral productions of the day, and for years 
to come be acknowledged as evincing a 
lively fancy, combined with the highest 
musical intelligence. He was partner 
with Mr. C. Coote up to the year 1857, and 
co-director of the well-known Coote and 
Tinney’s band. His friends, who were aware 
of his integrity and kind-heartedness, lament

any active pursuit of his profession during | 


the last three years, and thus his death has 
left a widow and seven children unprovided 
for.
